1. MEDIA FOCUS ON: (A) MEIR'S MEETINGS WITH PRESIDENT 

NIXON AND SECRETARY KISSINGER: SPECULATION MN FUTURE US-ISRAEL 

RELATIONSHIP; AND (C) ISRAEL'S ABILITY TO STAND FIRM ON ITS 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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POSITION. HAARETZ (GOLAN) SAYS SENIOR OFFICIALS MAINTAIN 
ISRAEL WILL NOT AGREE TO RETURN TO OCT 22 CEASEFIRE LINES. 
HAARETZ (ROTTENSTEIN FROM NEW YORK) CITES US DIPLOMATIC

AMERICAN VIEWPOINT... SINCE THERE IS NO NEED TO REACH NEGATIVE 
CONCLUSIONS (NOW) ON THE US PLANS AND TENDENCIS... IT IS TIME 

FOR ISRAEL TO STOP, EXAMINE THE REAL INTENTIONS OF THE AMERICANS

BY OUR ENEMIES DESPITE THE STRATEGIC DEPTH... THAT SEPARATES 
BETWEEN ISRAEL AND SUEZ CANAL..."
